Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin yesterday rejected 
in forceful terms Egyptian demands for Israeli with- 
drawal on three fronts within three months, adding 
that “we will only negotiate with our Arab neighbours 


one at a time.” 


Addressing more than 200 mem- 
bers of the international Keren 
Hayesod-United Israel Appeal mis- 
sion at the Jerusalem Hilton, Mr. 
Rabin read extensively from Anwar 
Sadat’s interview in “Le Monde” 
earlier this week in which the 
Egyptian President threatened to 
seek resumption of the Geneva 
talks with full participation of the 
Soviet Union and the Arabs unless 
Israel withdrew its troops from 
the territories by the end of a 
three-month deadline. 

“Israel rejects the very notion 
of talking about deadlines for 
negotiations, All the talk of ‘a 
year of decision’ and that every- 
thing has ta be reached within 
three months has no validity for 
Israel," he said. 

“Israel does not fear whatsoever 
the Geneva Conference,” asserted 
the Prime Minister. “Israel sup- 
Ports it and will continue to do 
so." However, Israel's conception of 
Geneva fs a framework in which 
bilateral negotiations can he con- 
ducted, he added, directly or with 
the help of a third party, until a 
formal peace agreement is signed. 

“I believe that a reconvening of 
the Geneva Conference without... 
a thorough preparation will lead 
nowhere,” he continued. Rabin re- 
jected the idea of the extremists 
“the so-called PLO, Russia, 
Syria and Iraq — who want to 
bring everyone to Geneva and start 
an open plenary session.” Such a 
spectacle would shortly bring a4 
Political stalemate and perhapa a 
resumption of the hostilities, “But 
if the Arab world wants it, Israel 
will go to this conference with a 
clear conscience,” he sald. 

Rabin said that if the Arabs re- 
sorted to war they would find Is- 
rael fully prepared and stronger 
than it was hefore the Yom Kip- 
Pur war. “Therefore, since we stand 
from a position of strength, it is 
easier for us to offer our hand to 
our neighbours for peace.

Progress in 
Allon talks, 


says Sisco

WASHINGTON, — Under Secretary 
of State Joseph Sisco said yesterday 
that Foreign Minister Allon’s talks 
in Washington last week were 
“useful" and “some progress was 
Made in defining a conceptual 
framework for the next stage of

In a speech prepared for delivery 
before the World Affairs Council of 
San Diego, Calif. Sisco, Secretary 
of State Kissinger’s top aide on the 
Middie East, warned, however, the 
Arab-Israel conflict is the “greatest 
immediate threat to world peace.” 

He said the Middle East was an 
area of vital interest to the U.S. 
The superpowers’ interests and con- 
cerns “meet in the Middle Hast.” 

When the Yom Kippur war erupt- 
ed, he said, the U.S. “bad two im- 
mediate objectives: first, to bring 
about a cease-fire and, second, to 
do so in a manner that would leave 
us in a position to play a construc- 
tive role with both the Arabs and 
Israelis in shaping a more secure 
peace.” ν 

This statement appeared to repre- 
sent somewhat of a confirmation of 
ο by some of Kissinger's οτὶ- 
tics that Washington did not want 
to see Israel win a decisive victory 
in the war, and thereby forced it 
to accept the cease-fire while the 
Egyptian Third Army was encircled. 

Meanwhile, the “Christian Science 
Monitor” reported yesterday from 
Beirut that Kissinger may propose 
shortly a new Israeli pullback in 
the less strategic southern sector of 
Golan, (See page 2, οἱ.

Sadat’s line in talks: no concessions to Israel

resolution 222," said the Egyptian 
broadcasts.

Kuwait landlord

By YA’'ACOV ARDON 
Jérusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. --- Hard facts of circums- 
tential evidence — including a hair 
and an allegedly punctured alibi —

The points which the chief inves- 
tigutor, Rav Pakad Avraham Tza- 
meret, presented to a jhushed court 
were:

by the police laboratory to have 
the same length, thickness, colour 
and amount of pigment as that of 
the slain girl. 
@ On the night of October 23, the 
night of the murder, Bichonsk! 
was allegedly seen in the Haifa 
area — where Rahel Heller was last 
seen alive; he had apparently ap- 
proached it via the Wadi Milk road. 
(Bichonski has said he was in Ho- 
lon that night, accompanying a girl 
home from a meeting of the Avant- 
Garde Trotskyite group.) 

The evidence came from a person 
whose identity the police refused to 
disclose at the present stage. Bi- 
chonski turned pale and appeared 
to be shaken by the disclosures. ἡ 

Rav Pakad Tzameret went on to 
cite the suspect’s conduct after the 
murder. He had allegedly tried to 
influence witnesses. Directly after 
the funeral he had gone to the Hel- 
lers' home, removed the murdered 
girl's diaries, and passed them on 
to girl friends with the observation 
“the police won't get at you.”

French say Orly arms smuggled 
in Arab diplomatic pouches

PARIS. — French officials are now 
convinced that killer weapons used 
by terrorists in their two attacks 
on Israeli airliners at Orly airport 
were smuggled into France in dip- 
fomatic pouches from Arab coun- 

tries. 

Police sources said here yester- 
day the arms could have come from 
Syria, Libya or Iraq. But an off. 
cial added: “We have no way of 
checking the contents of these bags 
since they have diplomatic immu- 
nity.” 

The weapons used at Orly in the 
attacks included a Soviet bazooka 
RPG-7 which is designed for action 
against tanks and }s of recent de- 
sign, 3 French-made grenade taunch- 
er, a repeater pistol and ἃ Soviet 
revolver with = red star on the 
handle 


While French officials beefed up 
security measures at Paris and 
provincia! airports tn readiness for 
next Mondays arrival of Egyptian 
president Sadat on a state visit, 
ἘΠ Al's general manager for France, 
Shmuel Mattatiahu, recognised the 


French were doing their utmost to 
protect El ΑἹ airliners. 

Mr. Mattatiahu told The Post: “In 
terms of security, we are very 
grateful to the iecal authorities for 
what they are doing.” 

Interior Minister Michel Ponia- 
towski does not intend to take dis- 
ciplinary action against any official 
responsible for airport security fol- 
lowing the two attacks at Orly. He 
takes the view that no security sys- 
tem at a French airport can be 
100 per cent fool-proof. 

Yesterduy police were frisking 
visitors and airport workers in the 
two Orly terminals as the first atep 
in a programme of measures de- 
signed by Mr. Poniatowski to make 
French airports safer. 

The measures include closure of 
the airport’s observation platfarms 
which attracted 2.750.000 plane-spot- 
tera last year bringing in a revenue 
of $2.6m. in entry fees, without 
Including meals and souvenirs 
bought by sightscers. 

But officials recognise that air- 
ports designed like Orly or even 
Roissy-General de Gaulle, the most 
modern in Europe, were never plan. 


ned to cope with the risks posed by 
terrorists. 

Roissy-Charles de Gaulle could 
present an even bigger threat from 
a security standpoint. The vast cir- 
cular garage atop the camémbert- 
shaped building provides unlimi- 
ted vantage points for sharpsheot- 
ers. So does the Paris-Erussels mo- 
torway, which runs at right-angles 
to the main rumway of the airport. 

Meanwhile, improved protective 
cover is being given to aircraft 
which are regarded as potential tar- 
gets at 311 French airports.

USS. signs poison gas ban — after 50 years 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — The U.S. 
has signed the Geneva Treaty ban- 
ning wartime use of poison gases, 
a treaty it proposed 50 years ago 
but refused to accept until Wednes- 
day. As President Ford signed the 
instruments of ratification for the 
1925 agreement, he also went beyond 
its terms and forbade U.S. forces 
to introduce herbicides and tear gas 
in warfare, as they were used in 
Vietnam, 

The signing culminated a debate 
between the Senate and the White 
House that went on for half a 
century, during which time more 
than 100 nations signed the pact.

by President Calvin Coolidge. First, 
the chemical industry and army 
chemical warfare service raised ob- 
jections. Then a number of senators 
took exception to the fact that the 
administration had negotiated the 
treaty without consulting Congress. 
Faced with certain defeat, Coolidge 
withdrew the treaty and it gathered 
dust until President Nixon resubmit- 
ted it in 1970. 

But Nixon insisted that herbicides 
and riot control agents were beyond 
the scope of the treaty. Then former 
Senator William Fulbright and his 
Foreign Relations Committee refused 
to approve the treaty with that res- 
triction. So the protocol gathered 
more dust. 


Finally on December 10, 1974, the 
Ford Administration told the com- 
mittee it still held that the treaty 
legally did not cover herbicides and 
tear gas but said it would unila- 
terally renounce their first use. 
‘Thus, the committee won its argu- 
Tent over what U.S. policy should 
be and the Administration won its 
argument over the legal fine points 
of the treaty. 

Two days Jater the committee ap- 
proved the treaty and four days 
after that the Senate ratified it. 
‘Wednesday's announcement by Ford 


completed the action and ended the 


administration.

Most people in Israel today don’t 
even know where Yeruham ig locat~ 
ed. It has one cinema, and a po- 
pulation of 7,500, mainly of Moroc- 
cam background. In spite of the 
large tion from Russia over 
the past few years there are only 
19 families from the Soviet Union 
presently living in Yeruham and this 
is where the difficulties begin.. 

Following the Yom Kippur War 
when there was a spurt of increas~- 
ed aliya from the Soviet Union, 
several concerned citizens decided 
that the town either had to get its 
share of new immigrants and grow 
or it would suffocate. 

Knowing that there was no point 
in waiting for things to happen, 
since people had not been lining up 
to come to this Negev community 
16 kilometres southwest of Dimona, 
they themselves took drastic action. 

Immediately following the war 
and for four months after, half a 
dozen members of Yeruham travell- 
ed daily to Ben-Gurion Airport after 
ἃ full day's work to welcome new 
immigrants and try to persuade 
Some of them to return with them 
to their Negev home, The Jewish 
Agency and the Ministry of Absorp- 
tion had agreed to aasist the Yeru- 
ham group and when they arrived at, 
the airport, usually after midnight, 
they were given a.list of the new 
arrivals from the Soviet Union." 

Michael Bardow, Director of the 
Yeruham Youth Department, who 
led the group, said they knew they 
had to be selective. They could not 
take academicians, since there was 
ho ulpan in the community. Those 
with family or friends in the large 
cities would not want to come to 
a township so far away from the 
country’s main centres. 

Another, more difificult decision 
was taken. The group felt that if 
the cultural level of Yeruham were 
to be raised, immigrants from the 
Asiatic areas of Russia would have 
to be ruled out. 

“It wasn't easy coming to this con- 
clusion," Michael Bardow says, “but 
we knew that once we were putting 
in alt this time and effort, the 
nature of the people we needed for 
Yeruham was as important as the 
quantity.”
